three UNEXPECTED VI- 
rulence of Soviet Communist 
Party chairman Alexei Kosygin in 
his remarks in Paris on the West 
‘German situation was a diplomatic 
shocker. Turning a routine courtesy 
reception at the Paris municipal 
hall into a slashing attack on the 
emergence. of neo-Nazism and the 
rebirth of Prussian militarism, Mr. 
Kosygin provided his hosts with a 
most unpleasant surprise. . 

Russian preoccupation with Ger- 
manic~ revanchism is well-known 
and not difficult to understand. But 
why Mr. Kosygin chose to bring it 
into ‘the open right now is some- 
what puzzling since the topic could 
only have proved an. embarrass- 
ment to General de Gaulle who is 
bending every effort to weld France 
and Germany together as the heart 
of his unified Europe. 

Do the Russians really believe 
that the recent events in Germany 
are the beginning of a threat to 
peace? This would appear to be so 
since, according to Mr. Kosygin, 
“The forces of fascism and of war, 
beaten on the field of honor, are- 
reappearing in broad daylight, ever 
more irresponsible and more ar- 
rogant.” 

Harking back to the pre-war 
period, he said that the situation 
then had got “out of the control 
of the countries which had suf- 
ficient power to stop ageression” 
(conveniently overlooking the effect 
of the Stalin-Hitter pact.which freed 
‘Hitler to attack in the west) and 
added that, this must not happen 
again. ;

$100 Yearly Income, 
No Fringe Benefits 


By CANDIDE TEMPLE 

In Korea the average annual 
income this year was $100 per 
person. 

Two years ago it was only 
$70. By 1971 it may have risen 
as high as $200. 

But even in Korea where 
prices are low and life is sim- 
ple, it’s hard for a man to 
keep body and soul together 
on this amount. 

It's even harder to support 
a family — a wife, four.or five 
children, an in-law_or two. — 
on $100 a year but thousands 
of Koreans are faced with the 
predicament today. 

Somehow, some of’ them 
manage it. But*rhany don't. 

The ones who don’t, and 
some of these who do, look to 
organizations like the Unitar- 
jan Service Committee, for aid 
in the-daily ‘struggle to live. 

When USC director Dr. 
Lotta Hitschmanova visited 
relief projects -in Korea ear- 
lier this year, she returned 
with a startling array of sta- 
tistics designed to bring bet- 
ter results to USC relief work 
in the country. 

@ Life expectancy in 
Korea is 55 years. 

@ The country has the 
highest tuberculosis rate in the 
world. 

@ It also has a shockingly 
high suicide rate. 

@ Korea is generally com 
sideréd the poorest country i) 
the temperate zone and prob- 


ably the most- over-crowded 
for housing. 

@ Right -now about two 
million new houses are needed 
to shelter the present popula- 
tion. + 

@ In 1964 the Korean cost 
of living increased by:20 per 
cent. Last -year ‘the increase 
was cut to seven per cent at 
a conservative estimate. 

@ The number of unem- 
ployed and ‘under - employed 
people in the country now 
stands at three million. 

In the face of these facts, 
most North Americans would 
wonder why Koreans even 
keep_going.— 

But they do. With aid and 
encouragement from more for- 
tunate people who contribute 
to the USC through funds such 
as the Times Share with Asian 
Children Fund, the Koreans 
are slowly but surely pulling 
themselves out of their misery.
